- - By King’s Letter of 8 February 1737 Reo 9 
directed an allowance of 60/. a year to be placed 
on the Civil List, during pleasure, for a freneh 
Protestant Minister at Dundalk, which is the 
sum recognized by the above recited Act. 

- - By the King’s Letter of the 23d July 1-3. 
Geo. 2 directed an allowance of 50L per annum 
to be placed on the Civil Establishment, to con 
tinue during pleasure, to be paid to die minister 
of a French episcopal chapel at Portarlington, 
which is the sum recognized by the above 
recited Act. 

- - For attending the sick in the barracks of 
Dublin. To be discontinued to the incumbent 
of St. Paul’s, on cessation of the present interest, 
pursuant to Treasury Letter of August 1836. 

- - During the reigns of King Charles the 2d 
and William 3d, the Phcenix Park was consi- 
derably enlarged, by acquisitions of land in the 

parishes of Castle Knock, St. James, and elsewhere, to which dreura- 
stance is to be attributed the origin of tliis and tlie following charge ; 
in the year 1737 a charge of 18L per annum was placed on the 
Civil List in lieu of glebe-land so taken into the Phcenix Park, and 
of tithe thereby lost to the vicar, in consequence of the petition of 
the Vicar of Castle Knock, complaining that the compensation so 
charged was less tlian that to which he was entided. George 3, 
by Letter of 6 November 1772, directed an additional cliaige of 
32L l5^. to be placed on the Civil Establishment in lieu of glebe 
and tithes of land in the Phcenix Park, to be paid to said vicar and 
his successors during the pleasure of the Crown, which sums toge- 
ther is that recognized in the above recited Act. 

- induction to vicar- - - 12 L per annum was placed in charge on the 
age of St. James, Civil Establishment of 1691, and since conti- 
10 March 1 826. nued to be paid to the Minister of St. James, in 

lieu of his glebe-lands, and tithes of land taken 
into the Phcenix Park, which is the sum recog- 
nized by the above recited Act.

- - Since the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the dean 
and chapter of the cathedral church of the Holy 
Trinity, Dublin, have been paid a stipend or 
pension for six presbyters, at 6L I3f. 4a. Irish 
per annum each, which is tlie allowance recog- 
nized by the above recited Act. 

•• * Since same period an allowance for two 
little choristers, at 21. 13* 4rf. Irish each,' has 
been paid, and is the same which is recognized 
by the above recited Act. 

- - Irish Statute, 27 Geo. 2, c. 3, grants a duty 
of 1 d. per gallon on beer and ale, which duty 
was continued by 3 Geo. 3. c. 6; it & ta 
Geo. 3, c. 26, & 13 6£ 14 Geo. 3, c. 12. Act 
of 35 Geo. 3, c. 41, sec. 77, repeals thefore- 
going Acts so far as they grant and con- 
tinue the duty on beer and ale. Act 41 Cco. 3, 
c. 32, grants 768/. British to the Local Com- 
missioners of the I-agan Navigation, in lieu of 
the duty on beer and ale formerly enjoyed 
by them, and is the same sum now lecug- 
nized. 



- - ByLettersPatent, dated 11 July, lyClias. a, 
in consideration of the services of the Cor|)0- 
ration of the City of Dublin, there was granted 
to the Mayor, Sheriffs, Commonalty and 
Citizens of Dublin, and their successors for 
ever, an annuity or annual sum of 500/. current 

money of England, issuing out of die certain and casual revenues of Ireland ; it appears that an addi- 
tional sum of 300/. per annum was placed on the Civil List Establishment from 24 .August 1717, to 
continue during pleasure of the Crown, in the name of the Lord Mayor and Citizens of Dublin ; and 
said sum, amounting together to 800 1 . per annum, is that recognized by the above recited Act. 

- - By Letters Patent, dated 1 6 July', 42d year 
of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, which con- 
firms unto the Provost, Fellows und Scholars 
of Trinity College, Dublin, and to their suc- 
cessors, certain annual payments theretofore 
made to them, said Queen grants them a 
further allowance of soo 1. per annum, and so 
from time to time to be continued yearly. 
King James I., by his Letters Patent, dated 
20 August, lodi year of his reign, granted 'to 
said Provost, Fellows, &c., and to their suc- 
cessors for ever, said allowance, and an annual pension, amounting in the whole to the sum of 388 1. 15s. 
current money of England, same to be payable out of die casualties and revenues of Ireland ; which sum 
was afterwards accordingly paid, and is the largest of the three items recognized by the above recited Act.
